Luxembourg—they would form 
the largest free trade market in 
the world, with a population of 
some 250 million people, and 
rival the economic power of the 
United States or the Soviet Un- 
on. 
In the longer term, enlarge­ 
ment of the Common Market 
could pave the way for creating 
a political union speaking as a 
third superpower in world af­ 
fairs.

Senate Defeats 
UN Cut Proposal 


million in the foreign aid bill 
for U.N. programs. 
Earlier, the Senate handed 
the Nixon administration a par­ 
tial victory in its fight to rid 
the $3.2 billion aid measure of 
provisions that would put new 
restrictions on its Indochina 
policies. 
The decision to reject Buck­ 
ley’s amendment came after 
Sens. J.W. Fulbright, D-Ark., 
and Jacob K. Javits, R-N.Y., 
warned it would hurt programs 
to aid children and drug vic­ 
tims as well as assitance to un­ 
derdeveloped countries. 
“This is absolutely the worst 
course for our country,” Javits 
said, pleading for Senate rejec­ 
tion of what he termed “this 
terrible mistake.” 
Buckley insisted “This is not 
intended as a punitive meas­ 
ure” and said the amendment 
was aimed at three things: a 
$100 million U.S. contribution to 
the U.N. development program, 
$1.5 for a world health program 
and commodity shipments esti­ 
mated at about $50 million. 
He denounced the vote to ad­ 
mit Communist China and ex­ 
pel the Nationalist government 
on Taiwan as “a grave in­ 
justice” and said the amend­ 
ment “reflects nothing more 
nor less than a loss of con­ 
fidence in the United Nations.” 
Other amendments by Buck­ 
ley and Sen. Peter Dominick, 
R-Colo., due for consideration 
Friday also would attempt to 
limit U.S. funds for the world 
organization. 
The Buckley amendment was 
debated under a 40-minute time 
limit after the administration 
won one Indochina vote and 
lost another. 
First, it succeeded in deleting 
from the bill a provision to cut 
off funds for all U.S. military 
action in Laos, Cambodia and 
Vietnam—except withdrawal. 
But, it failed to remove an­ 
other provision placing a tight 
ceiling on U.S. spending and 
personnel in Cambodia and re­ 
quiring it to seek congressional 
authorization if more money is 
needed there later in the year. 
The vote was 52 to 35 against 
the amendment by Sen. Gale 
McGee, D-Wyo., who sought to 
drop the entire limit voted by 
the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee while adding $62 
million to the bill’s military aid 
funds. 
Sen. Stuart Symington, D- 
Mo., author of the Cambodian 
restriction with Sen. Clifford P. 
Case, R-N.J., said he would

spending ceiling from $250 mil­ 
lion to the budget level of $330 
million. 


Appeals Court Refuses to Halt Atomic Test 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
- A 
U.S. Court of Appeals refused 
Thursday to halt an under­ 
ground atomic test explosion on 
Amchitka Island, but ordered 
the government to let a federal 
district judge inspect secret 
documents 
on 
the 
so-called 
Cannikin blast. 
Government attorneys at the 
Justice Department and law­ 
yers for environment groups 
opposing the test held separate 
strategy 
huddles 
to 
decide 
whether they would appeal the 
dual decision. 
A spokesman for the environ­ 


ment groups said they would 
make a new effort to halt the 
test. 
The court had given govern­ 
ment attorneys until 4 p.m. 
Thursday to deliver the docu­ 
ments or appeal the decision, 
but it later extended that dead­ 
line at the government’s re­ 
quest until 10 a.m. Friday. 
The environment groups said 
their further action would await 
the Justice Department’s next 
move. 
The government plans to ex­ 
plode a 5-megaton nuclear war­ 
head designed for the Spartan 


antiballistic missile, almost 6,- 
000 feet under Amchitka Island 
in the remote Aleutians chain 
of the northern Pacific Ocean. 
Japan, Canada ahd environ­ 
ment groups 
in the 
United 
States have opposed the test 
blast, saying it might touch off 
earthquakes 
or 
tidal waves, 
leak radiation into the ocean or 
atmosphere, and harm wildlife. 
Last Sept. 22 Congress voted 
to bar the test before mid-1972 
unless the President directly 
authorized it.

written permission Wednesday 
to go ahead with the test.

Schlesinger said the date had 
not yet been fixed.

1.500 GOP

HARRISBURG 
(AP) - An 
arbitrator ruled Thursday that 
1.500 Republican highway work­ 
ers, fired for political reasons, 
must be rehired. But he upheld 
termination of another 2,500 
highway employes’ jobs. 
Arbitrator Ronald W. Haugh- 
ton said the 1,500 workers, fired 
last August, were protected by 
their 
collective 
bargaining 
agent — The American Federa­ 
tion of State, County and Muni­ 
cipal 
Employes, 
AFL-CIO. 
The 
2,500 
workers 
fired 
March and April, lost their 
jobs before the union became 
ithe certified bargaining agent 
under the 1970 Public Employe 
Relations Act, Haughton ruled. 
Therefore, they were not pro­ 
tected. 
Both the union and the Com­ 
monwealth agreed to abide by 
the ruling. 
Ronald G. Lench, secretary 
of administration, said only 800 
of the 1,500 employes have to 
be reinstated, since 700 already

Taiwan Seems Headed 
For Drastic Reforms 


TAIPEI (AP) - Chiang Kai- 
shek counseled his Chinese Na­ 
tionalists on Thursday to begin 
looking inward to the strength­ 
ening of their island and its fu­ 
ture. The government seemed 
headed for drastic reforms. 
Across Taiwan Strait on the 
mainland,, the Chinese Commu­ 
nists rejoiced in their accept­ 
ance into the United Nations 
and said this reflected an inter­ 
national trend for friendship 
with Peking. 
But the Communists still gave 
no word on when they will send 
a mission to U.N. headquarters 
in New York. 
Here on Taiwan, the Central 
Committee of Chiang’s Kumin- 
tang party pledged to make 
government 
reforms 
in 
the 
wake of the Nationalists’ ex­ 
pulsion from the United Na­ 
tions. 
The party document, made 
available 
by 
high 
sources, 
says: 


“In party affairs, we have to 
review the leadership of vari­ 
ous ranks. We have to make 
the Kumintang the leading pow­ 
er for national reforms. 
“In politics, we must encour­ 
age and train youths, who are 
the elite of the nation, in order 
to urge them to dedicate their 
talents to the nation.” 
Each point could seriously 
threaten the jobs of many party 
and government workers who 
came to Taiwan with Chiang in 
1949. 
The party document went on 
to say: 
“There are several dozen na­ 
tions in the world which are not 
United Nations members, and 
these nations have won respect 
for 
their 
independence 
and 
piestige in the 
international 
community.” 
The document also pledged 
an improved investment cli­ 
mate.

Pottstowil 
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School Board Race 


Perhaps the most important election 
race in Pottstown is the school board 
race. 
The Democratic party, which is the 
minority party, has been running hard. 
The Republicans, for the most part, have 
been doing little campaigning. Outside 
Mercury advertising, they didn’t generate 
much of a campaign. 
Many of the issues, however, aren’t 
clear cut. If a voter is personally involved 
in a decision of the board, naturally, he 
is more interested. And, the decisions of 
the local board during the past few years 
involved 
segments of the community 
rather than the entire community. 
The Republicans seem to be running 
on their record. Some voters praise the 
record while others say it is a poor one. 
The choice again is a personal one. 
Probably the biggest bone of conten­ 
tion was the ouster of Dr. H. Dale 
Winger. He resigned but it is common 
knowledge that the Republican Board 
wanted him out. Dr. Winger was a com­ 
petent educator who did much for Potts­ 
town but because he was such a strong 
figure he clashed with some of the town's 
“unclashables.” So, he went. 
Fortunately he was replaced by an­ 
other administrator who also is capable— 
Dr. Ray Feick. The void was filled by 
Dr. Feick and, probably if a lesser man 
was hired, there would be more political 
fodder in the ouster of Dr. Winger. But 
the Republicans covered their bases well 
in selecting Dr. Feick. 
About the incumbent candidates them­ 
selves. There is no doubt that all have 
the good of the district at heart. 
The 
incumbents 
are 
Josephine 
B. 
Struckman. a Democrat; Daniel L. M ar­ 
quette, a Democrat; and David D. Detar, 
a Republican and president of the school 
board. 
Here is The Mercury’s view of these 
three candidates. 
DAVID D. DETAR: The longer he has 
been in the post of president of the board 
the stronger he has gotten. Initially, he 
didn't seem to grasp the power that he 
had as president of the board. However, 
in the past two years he has become a 
stronger leader. He also is willing to view 
both sides of an issue and, despite their 
political differences, he has sided with 
Mrs. Josephine Struckmann on several 
issues. If re-elected he probably would 
become a much stronger leader becausf 
of his experience, the realization of the 
power he holds and the confidence that 
re-election would naturally give him. 
Because of his homestretch achievements, 
his experience and his potential he de­ 
serves re-election. 
JOSEPHINE 
STRUCKMANN: 
Mrs. 
Struckmann has been a tireless board 
worker. The best interest of the com­ 
munity has always been in the forefront 
of her votes. She was highly instrumental 
tn finally getting a community swimming 
|>ool for Pottstown. Much of these efforts 
f.ere the behind-the-scene type but with­ 
out her the road toward a pool would have 
been much harder.- Although strongly 
partisan toward the Democratic party,

she is a free thinking and would be willing 
to go along with the Republican majority 
if she thought it benefited the town. Mrs. 
Struckmann deserves re-election. 
DANIEL MARQUETTE: 
The 
main 
thing going for Mr. Marquette is his ex­ 
perience. He has served previously as 
board president. He has a well-rounded 
knowledge of school operations and pro­ 
cedures. Possibly, because his party is in 
the minority, he isn’t as strong as his 
potential. However, he comes much bet­ 
ter prepared than any newcomer w'ould 
be. 
So, 
Mr. 
Marquette 
deserves 
re- 
election. 
ITEMS TO REMEMBER 
The Republican dominated board ap­ 
proved without proper study a proposal 
to start psychological procedures involv­ 
ing children. The Democrats on the board, 
however, also gave their approval to the 
program. The entire issue now is being 
reviewed. 
The board also approved the closing 
of the Washington Elementary School. It 
also approved the combining of sixth and 
seventh grade classes in the old Central 
High School and the combining of all 
junior high pupils 
(eighth 
and ninth 
grades in the Northern building. Whether 
these changes are a plus or minus de­ 
pends on individual involvement. The 
combining of the classes, however, must 
be viewed with favor. 
The long overdue work on the Lincoln 
and Rupert schools remains undone. Stu­ 
dents at these schools are being denied 
facilities which are available at other 
borough schools. 
The removal of Dr. Winger also must 
be reviewed by voters. Did personalities 
rather than ability sway the board? It 
appears that they did. 
The board 
also 
has a surplus of 
$192,000 from an increased state subsidy. 
Will this be used to provide a measure 
of tax relief? This figure amounts to ap­ 
proximately 10 mills of tax. Also to be 
considered are the funds allocated and 
not spent for teachers’ raises because of 
the pay freeze. It appears as if tax relief 
would be possible by the proper use of 
these funds but the board has remained 
silent on how they will be used. 
During the past years, the board en­ 
gaged a director of public relations. This 
was a good move because it enables the 
public to be aware of exactly what is 
going on in the school district. But, The 
Mercury learned that despite the fact 
that the board placed additional duties 
on a principal who now heads public re­ 
lations it declined to pay her for the work 
invovled- Teachers, coaches, 
etc., 
in­ 
volved in extra curricula activities do 
get paid and it appears as if the board 
is refusing to pay for extra duties for one 
personnel 
while 
paying 
others. 
This 
doesn't sound fair. 
THE OTHER CANDIDATES: 
The other candidates are Ann M. 
Chomnuk, a Democrat and Richard Al­ 
bright and Richard S. Frain, Republi­ 
cans. If you’re not going to vote for the 
incumbents, of these three Mr. Frain is 
the best qualified to serve.

In this age of social protest, 
rebelliousness,

drug 
curiosity 
every 
conceivable 
effort must be made to preserve 
the 
lives of youngsters 
that 
might otherwise be ruined and 
devastated by drug involvement.

AH Around the Town 


Ghostly Prankster 


Rearranges Things 


By W. EDMUNDS CLAUSSEN 


Area Hittorian 
We are going to follow a more or less recent 
custom of the motion picture industry this year 
by placing our twin Halloween stories in cata- 
gories meant as a warning as much as a mere 
label. 
The first will be of the “ FA” type—a family 
affair—a delightful story of little William Armatt 
Logan, a descendant of Jam es Logan, the effi­ 
cient, long-age secretary to the proprietor of 
Pennsylvania, William Penn. Some think a cer­ 
tain portrait of Little Willie may have been re­ 
sponsible for some bizarre happenings at Lou­ 
doun, the home where Willie’s portrait hangs. 
The story was sent to us by Richard M. 
Romin, a free-lance writer in Philadelphia, for 
our pleasure this year As the season for hobgob- 
blins and witches approaches. Romin wrote: 
“Seated alone on a hill at 4650 Germantown 
Ave. is a magnificently restored 19th century 
house called Loudoun. Surrounded by eight and a 
half acres of sprawling grounds, it would be a 
perfect haunt for a ghost, but nobody has ever 
seen one at Loudoun. 
“Still, the volunteer hostesses at the house 
aren't so sure it isn’t haunted. They mention 
several strange incidents. On two occasions hand­ 
bags were mysteriously transferred, contents in­ 
tact, from other rooms to the house's Victorian 
parlor. Dishes stowed carefully in a cupboard 
later were found scattered. 
“A St. Laurent decanter, unaccountably sep­ 
arated from its matching piece in one room, 
turned up on- the floor of a closet in another 
room. Missing books were discovered in areas 
where no one could remember seeing them. 
“Who or what caused the incidents? Prowlers? 
Curious visitors? Practical jokers? Or were these 
occurrences due simply to natural oversight? 
“Germantown residents who have heard of 
the unusual events at Loudoun entertain a more 
imaginative theory. They believe the mischief 
maker could be a poltergeist—a ghostly prankster 
who enjoys rearranging things. 
“Professed ghost hunters have visited Lou­ 
doun, but they did not find a trace of a polter­ 
geist. The only remaining tangible clues are the 
family records and furnishings. 
“Loudon was built in 1801 by a merchant who 
came to Philadelphia from Loudoun County, Va. 
In 1846 his great-granddaughter. Ann Armatt, 
married Gustavus G. Logan, the great grandson 
of William Penn’s secretary, Jam es Logan. A 
son. William Armatt Logan, was born to them 
in 1852. William died in 1860. 
“The last member of the family to live at 
Loudoun was Maria Dickinson Logan, a spinster 
who, upon her death in 1939. bequeathed the es­ 
tate to the City of Philadelphia. 
“In 1966 a restoration program began at Lou­ 
doun under the direction of a small group of con­ 
cerned Germantown area residents. Today the 
restoration is virtually complete. The rooms are 
furnished with pieces spanning the federal, em ­ 
pire and Victorian periods. Armatts and Logans 
smile graciously from frames on the wralls. 
“One of the portraits depicts a frail boy. It 
hangs above the mantel of a fireplace in an up­ 
per bedroom. The boy’s face is pale. His features 
are delicate, almost elfin, and the weak little 
eyes seem to be fixed on a source of possible 
mischief. 
“The painting, by William H. Furness, was 
cleaned during the restoration of Loudoun. Only 
after the cleaning were the unusual events at 
Loudoun observed. 
“The boy was William Armatt Logan, who died 
at the age of eight. The exact circumstances sur­ 
rounding his death are unknown. But he is fa­ 
miliar to many Germantown residents as “ Little 
Willie,” the poltergeist who haunts Loudoun. 
“Indeed, the strange happenings described at 
Loudoun are just the kind of pranks an eight- 
year-old boy would perform to be a tease. Has 
the spirit of a child been liberated from a paint­ 
ing to haunt the rooms of Loudoun? The old 
house contains the whole story, but usually it is 
very quiet. . .” 
Our second tale is “AO” — for adults only. 
Picture, if you will, a group of men climbing the 
knoll in the dark of night—a New England frost 
promises before morning — and a faint ground 
mist occasionally obscure the travelers. Upon 
their shoulders they carry picks and shovels. One 
holds a lantern. They are on their way to the 
cemetery. . . 
“Roger Williams was a Puritan and the foun­ 
der of the colony of Rhode Island. He died in 
Providence in 1683. Years afterwards the private 
burying ground where he was interred was 
searched for the remains of himself and wife, 
for the purpose of erecting a monument over 
them. 
“Very little was found. The shape of the cof­ 
fins could be traced by a black line in the earth. 
The rusted hinges and nails and a round wooden 
knob alone remained in one grave, while a single 
lock of braided hair was found in the other. 
“Near the grave stood an apple tree, the 
larger root of which pushed its way to the precise 
spot occupied by the skull of Roger Williams, 
and turning passed around it and followed the 
direction of the backbone to the hips. Here it 
divided into two branches, sending one along 
each leg to the heel, where the roots turned up­ 
ward to the toes, the whole being a striking re­ 
semblance to the human form. 
“It was thus found that the organic m atter— 
the flesh, the bones, of Roger Williams — had 
passed into an apple tree, transmuted into the 
woody fibre, bloomed into fragrant blossoms, and 
bore luscious fruit, which from year to year has 
been gathered and eaten. 
“These people, therefore, who ate the applies 
from this tree, ate also Roger Williams.”

Nantucket . . . The hostess 
with the mostes’ in the future 
may need to

One well-known hostess here, 
Mimsi Harbach, has just had 
eight of her dining room chairs 
with their unique needlepoint 
seats which were designed by 
artists, displayed at the Lobster 
Pot Gallery. 
It all began when Mimsi, who 
is Mrs. Robert Harbach — he 
is the son of Otto Harbach of 
“ No No Nanette” fame — had 
thought of covering her dining

chairs with needlepoint designs 
painted by some of the Island’s 
weli-known artists to get a true 
flavor of the surroundings. 
Commissioning the artists was 
one 
thing, but getting the 
designs adapted to needlepoint 
was quite another, she explains. 


TRICKY PART 
“ It’s the tricky part of such 
a project,” comments J. Floyd 
Smith, president of the Nan- 
t u c k e t 
Needleworks, 
who 
adapted the needle point to 
canvas. “Limitations imposed 
by canvas makes flowing curves 
v e r y 
difficult, 
and 
color 
definition that may look great 
on 
paper can 
be 
flat 
and 
uninteresting to canvas. In this 
instance 
the 
artists 
were 
sympathetic 
and 
willing 
to 
adjust 
their 
designs 
to 
the 
necessary disciplines imposed 
by the medium.” 


APPROPRIATE 
The designs chosen by the 
artists and approved by Mrs. 
Harbach were in keeping with 
the family and the surroun­ 
dings. Virginia Greenleaf Koch 


designed a leafy bouquet with 
a favorite musical design motif 
of the family, the opening notes 
of “ Smoke Gets In Your Eyes,” 
the famous Otto Harbach lyric 
of the 20s. 
Mary Sarg Murphy, 
artist- 
daughter of artist Tony Sarg, 
chose the status symbol Nan­ 
tucket lightship basket as her 
design, filling it with bright 
flowers. Robert Bushong, noted 
for his beach scenes, did a 
bud’s nest with three beautiful 
b l u e 
robin’s 
eggs. 
Paul 
Longenecker 
chose 
colorful 
g i r a f f e s 
bordered 
with 
strawberries — a theme right 
out of the Harbach gardens. 
Maggie Meredith, well-known 
for her cat paintings, did one 
of her female cats in a droopy 
flower-garlanded hat with the 
usual “ love” inscription.

A BEGINNING 
The eight designs are just a 
beginning, says Mrs. Harbach. 
She has ten more to go to 
complete the eighteen needed 
for the several dining rooms in 
her large house on Main Street 
where the family chooses to eat 
indoors much of the time when 
they are entertaining during the 
five months they spend at the 
house.

Harvard Medical School sci­ 
entists reported last April the 
first indications that adminis­ 
tration of the drug—diethylstil- 
bestrol appeared to cause a 
rare vaginal cancer years after 
in the daughters of women who 
had taken the drug to prevent 
miscarriage. 
The Food and Drug Adminis­ 
tration said Thursday that its 
analysis of that report and the 
60 additional cases found since 
then has shown that the con­ 
nection between the drug and 
the cancer is “statistically sig­ 
nificant.” 
NO DECISION 
A spokesman for the agency 
indicated, however, that no de­ 
cision has been made yet on a 
surveillance program. 
Diethylstilbestrol — DES — is 
the 
same 
drug 
used 
as 
a 
“morning-after” 
pill 
to 
pre­ 
vent 
conception 
after 
inter- 
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course. The FDA conclusion, 
and a new warning against use 
in pregnancy, does not affect 
the contraceptive use since the 
problem area is in surviving 
children of women who take the 
drug during pregnancy. 
But theoretically, there is a 
risk of unknown degree if a 
woman takes the DES for con­ 
traception and if, for some rea­ 
son, it fails and she becomes 
pregnant. This risk is then to 
the female offspring, one ex­ 
pert said this week, but the link 
here is tenuous. 
The morning-after pill is giv­ 


en in far lower total dosage. 
And in the event the pregnancy 
does continue, abortion would 
be a possibility. 
The first evidence of the haz­ 
ard from the use against mis­ 
carriage came in April in the 
New England Journal of Medi­ 
cine, in a report of eight cases 
from the Harvard physicians. 
Since then, the New York State 
Health Department has report­ 
ed five cases it says confirm 
the Harvard work. 
Now there are at least “sev­ 
eral dozen” cases around the 
country, according to Dr. Ar­ 


thur L. Herbst, the Harvard ob­ 
stetrician and gynecologist who 
was principle 
author of thej 
April report. The FDA figure is 
60. 
DETECT CASES 
Herbst said in an interview 
this week there should be a na­ 
tional surveillance program to 
detect cases of the cancer, and 
to get examination and early

whose mothers were given the 
drug. 
The use of the drug DES for 


prevention of spontaneous abor­ 
tion was at its highest in the 
1950s, doctors said, but there 
are no statistics on how wide­ 
spread the practice was or to 
what degree it might be contin­ 
uing today. 
The call for a national follow- 
up came first from the New 
York State health commission­ 
er, Dr. Hollis S. Ingraham, last 
June when he also asked the 
Food and Drug Administration 
“most urgently” to ban the ad­ 
ministration of synthetic estro­ 
gens, such as diethylstilbestrol, 
to pregnant women.

Reading gestures correctly 
helps improve communication

Communicating with gestures 
began with the cave man. but 
recognizing the true meanings 
of gestures is something people 
have just begun to do, says 
Gerard I. Nierenberg, co-author 
of a book called “ How To Read 
a Person Like a Book.” 
“ People give off all kinds of 
non-verbal 
clues 
about 
what 
t h e y ’ r e 
really 
thinking,” 
Nierenberg 
states. 
“ For 
in­ 
stance, people don’t like to lie 
and they practically tell you 
when they do it. One might put 
his hand over his mouth, cough 
or turn his body to the side. 
REVEALING 
“ Or a politician might say, 
with his hands open, ‘I love the 
youth of this nation,’ then add, 
one hand pounding the other, 


‘They’re the most patriotic of 
us all’ — giving off with his 
hands, the clues that he doesn’t 
mean what he’s saying at all.” 
Nierenberg says his book is 
the outgrowth of sessions he 
conducted 
on 
the 
art 
of 
negotiating. “We began doing 
video tapes of the sessions,” he 
explains, “ and people started 
recognizing 
the 
meanings 
of 
gestures 
— 
first 
the 
other 
persons’ then their own. And 
they began to understand how 
the 
right 
interpretation 
of 
gestures 
can 
help 
at 
com­ 
municating.” 


ATTITUDES 
For instance, in a negotiating 
situation Nierenberg distinguish­ 
es between two attitudes—open 
and closed. A person with an 
open attitude would sit on the 
front of a chair, lean forward 


on his toes and not have his 
arms closed. But a person with 
a closed attitude would sit back 
in his chair, feet flat on the 
floor and have locked arm s. 
“ If you’re getting the correct 
verbal 
feedback 
from 
those 
attitudes, 
you 
can 
avoid 
a 
stalemate in a discussion, or 
stop 
a 
person 
from 
getting 
angry,” Nierenberg says. “ If a 
person develops a closed at- 
titued, you should change the 
subject or ask for clarification 
— why are you acting this w ay? 
— Do anything to change the 
situation.” 
The author says traditionally 
women 
have 
been 
better 
at 
interpreting gestures than men, 
calling 
their 
ability 
part 
of 
women’s iniuition. “ It’s being 
able 
to 
interpret 
minute 
gestures.”

NOVEL USE 
There is a 
lam p made of 
plastic cups and a surprisingly 
comfortable chair made of beer 
cans. A chandelier is made of 
bottles hanging from a colan­ 
der. And there is even a coffin 
made of recycled 
corrugated 
paper. 
Artist 
Robert 
Schneeberg, 


who specializes in pieces made 
from driftwood and other found 
objects, has contributed a 10-

Pottstown taxpayers who nor­ 
mally show up at borough hall 
to pay their annual bills have 
until 5:30 p.m. today to settle 
up with the tax office before 
the price goes up. 
Tax Collector Guy Sperat Jr. 
said the deadline for the flat 
rate period on certain taxes is 
midnight Sunday and the last 
day his office will be open to 
receive tax paym ents is today. 
After the deadline, a 5 per 
cent penalty will be added to 
Pottstown 
School 
Board 
real 
estate taxes, to the per capita 
taxes levied by the school board 
and borough council, to the oc­ 
cupation tax of the school board, 
and on the Montgomery County 
personal property tax. 
Sperat said anyone who mails 
in the tax bill m ust have the 
envelope postm arked no later 
than midnight Sunday in order 
to qualify for the flat rate. 
All mailed paym ents received 
with a later postm ark will be 
returned to the sender for in­ 
clusion of the 5 per cent penalty. 
The real estate tax levied by 
the school board is 113 mills, 
applied to the assessed valua­ 
tion of the property. The per 
capita tax is $10 charged by the 
school board, and $5 by the 
borough. The school district’s 
occupation tax is 60 mills, and 
the county personal property 
levy is 4 mills.4 
Sperat said the penalty period 
on real estate taxes will remain 
only until the end of the year.

ACCOMPLISHMENTS 
Still, the record reflects a 
number of accomplishments; a 
number of pieces of legislation 


adopted 
by

County Board of Commissioners 
which Costello was responsible 
for. 
T h e 
Montgomery 
County 
Community College was one. 
Members of the Pennsylvania 
Legislature 
adopted 
enabling 
legislation 
late 
in 
1962 
per­ 
mitting 
counties 
to 
establish 
two-year 
community 
colleges 
and 
set 
up 
a 
state 
reim ­ 
bursement for them. 
Almost as soon as the ink 
dried on Gov. David Lawrence’s 
s i g n a t u r e 
approving 
the 
m e a s u r e , 
Costello 
began 
agitating for one in Montgomery 
County. 
It took him two years but

colleagues 
on 
the 
board 
of 
ccmmissioners 
(Costello is a 
Democrat) agreed with his way 
of thinking and set up a board 
of trustees for the Montgomery 
County Community College late 
in 1964. 


FORMER HIGH SCHOOL 
That act made Montgomery 
County one of the very first non- 
m e t r o p o l i t a n counties to 
establish a college and it was 
located on a tem porary basis 
in the abandoned Conshohocken 
High School building. 


The community college still 
is there, providing two years 
of a post-high school education 
for hundreds in the county who 
ordinarily would be unable to 
gain a higher education because 
of a lack of funds. 
But just about anyone can 
afford $330 a year. That’s all 
it costs a student at the college, 
despite the fact the expense of 
educating him is triple that. 
Under the county setup, a 
student is required only to pay 
a third of the overall expense. 
The state pays a third and 
Montgomery County pays the 
rem ainder. 
The college, under Costello’s 
sponsorship, grew and became 
a success. So much so that a 
new, 
permanent 
campus 
is 
being readied for a January 
opening on 182 acres in Center 
Square, just off Route 202. 
So much for youth. 


INTEREST IN ELDERLY 
Costello has an even deeper 
interest in the elderly. 
He thinks a lot about them 
and worries a lot. He comes 
up with ideas. Not all of them 
are feasible such as his thought 
to create an entire community 
for the elderly in the county. 
Ha abandoned that idea after

H e a d m a s t e r since 1968, 
Montgomery found himself with 
the not always enviable job of 
steering the school through one 
of the most unsettled periods 
in its 121-year history. 
Recent changes in life at The 
Hill did not come smoothly but 
M o n t g o m e r y generally is 
credited with presiding over “ a 
relaxing of the atmosphere.” 
In 
fact, 
some 
boys 
who 
remember 
the 
last years of 
Edwin 
Hall’s 
headmastership 
refer to that period as “ the 
dark 
ages” 
by 
comparison. 
Under Hall, 
a scholarly and 
respected 
but 
conservative 
adm inistrator, the boys still had 
to keep their hair short, were 
not allowed to walk west of 
Hanover 
Street 
and 
allegdly 
were forbidden to speak to girls 
downtown, for instance. 


MORE FREEDOM 
Now the students have a good 
deal more freedom to come and 
go and to groom and dress 
themselves as they please. 
But Hill adm inistrators and 
faculty haven’t simply “ given 
♦ 
n 
in. 
The student manual sets out 
a 
system 
of 
rules 
and 
regulations clearly designed to 
yield ground to student freedom 
while 
strictly 
preserving 
the 
ultimate right of the grownups 
to decide what goes. 
The effort, predictably, isn’t 
completely successful. 
The student haircut rule, for 
instance, reads like the work 
of a scholastic philosopher and 
hints of desperation: 
“ Hair will be neat, trimmed; 
clean and combed. Sideburns 
will be well trim m ed and will 
not extend below the bottom of 
the ear. The hair at the side 
of the head may cover the ears 
but will be combed back so that 
it does not hang away from the 
head. 
“The hair at the back of the 
head will not depart excessively 
from the shape of the head. It 
will be trimm ed and no ragged 
ends will be acceptable. The 
hair in the front will not hang 
below the eyebrows.” 
The 
manual 
distinguishes 
“ academic dress” from “ town 
permission dress.” 
Academic dreSs is “ a shirt 
and tie, a jacket, conservative 


trousers, 
socks 
and 
suitable 
shoes or loafers. Bell-bottomed 
trousers, shorts, pegged pants, 
khakis, corduroys which are not 
p e r m a - p r e s s e d , chinos, 
dungarees and moccasins are 
not part of Academic Dress,” 
says the rule book. 


CLEAN SHIRT 
“Town 
permission 
dress 
is 
academic dress from the waist 
down, a clean shirt with a collar 
and sleeves. The appearance of 
students should be neat and 
clean. A sweater or jacket may 
be worn.” 
The 
manual 
proceeds 
to 
enum erate 
no 
less 
than 
13 
different places and tim es when 
one or the other m ust be worn, 
plus the stipulation that Sunday 
dress consists of a dark suit, 
white shirt and “ the student’s 
best pair of shoes.” 
Many Hill boys dismiss the 
rules as “idiotic.” 
But after several years of 
d i s s e n s i o n 
and 
endless 
discussion of hair and clothes 
rules, they are “ sick of talking 
about it” and the furor seems 
to be subsiding. 
Besides, many students seem 
to have it their own way despite 
the rules. 
Some have discovered that 
bell-bottomed trousers conceal 
the absence of socks. One boy 
devised his own warm-weather 
version of academic dress — 
a coat and tie worn over a shirt 
with the back and sleeves cut 
off. 
Another 
young 
man 
was 
reluctant to cut off the long hair 
he 
patiently 
grew 
over 
the 
summer. He won permission to 
wear a wig over his tresses 
providing he never removes the 
wig except in his room. 


SEEMS GONE 
But the old days when the 
grooming of Hill boys matched 
the trimming of the campus 
lawns 
and 
shrubbery 
seems 
gone forever. 
Battles over clothes and hair 
may be superficial but they hint 
of 
the 
deeper 
struggles 
un­ 
derway at the school. 
The change noticed most by 
Brook Dudley, who graduated 
from 
The 
Hill 
in 
1960 
and 
returned this year as assistant 
alumni director, is the tendency 
of students to question rules and 
authority. 
When he was a Hill boy, he 
says, 
students 
accepted 
the 
authority of m asters and school 


officials without much thought. 
But since then the school has 
found it necessary t oadopt a 
rule 
against 
student 
demon­ 
strations: 
“ Because there are legitimate 
avenues 
for 
expression 
of 
student 
opinion 
and 
because 
there is opportunity for dissent 
to be expressed through student 
government 
and 
at regularly 
scheduled student 
assemblies, 
any demonstrations, peaceful or 
disruptive, will be regarded as 
e v i d e n c e 
of 
gross 
in­ 
subordination,” says the student 
manual. 
“ Those 
involved 
will 
be 
s u b j e c t 
to 
immediate 
dism issal.” 


AT THE BOTTOM 
In a way the issue of student 
freedom lies at the bottom of 
many of The Hill’s problems. 
Regimented 
life 
at 
private 
boarding schools is part of the 
reason for the decline in their 
popularity. These days young 
people have a lot more to say 
about where they go to school 
and parents tend to dictate less. 
Many boys would rather stay 
home where they can “ drink, 
drive 
and 
date,” 
as 
Jam es 
Moffatt, assistant headm aster, 
puts it. 
Applications to the top private 
schools are dropping and these 
institutions, The Hill included, 
find themselves in stiff com­ 
petition for highly qualified boys 
who want to go to boarding 
school and whose parents can 
afford to send them. 
Thus the pressure to change 
boarding school life is partly 
economic. Today many schools 
must be willing to pander to 
youthful lifestyles if they want 
to survive. 
On 
the 
other 
hand, 
open- 
handed alumni sometimes close 
their purses when they see the 
old ways going down the drain. 


RESISTS PRESSURES 
But 
The 
Hill 
has 
resisted 
these pressures more than most 
other top schools. As its con­ 
servatism becomes more unique 
the school becomes more at­ 
tractive to boys and parents 
who still are looking for what 
The Hill offers. 
Furtherm ore The Hill com­ 
bines great intellectual freedom 
with its reverence for tradition 
— 
both 
in 
and out of 
the 
classroom. 
For instance, though chapel 
attendance still is required and 


the school is straightforwardly 
Christian, scathing attacks on 
Christianity 
and 
religion 
in 
g e n e r a l 
are 
written 
by 
professed atheists among the 
students and published in the 
school newspaper. 
Like virtually all other in­ 
dependent schools, The Hill is 
financially hard-pressed. 
The school let its faculty drop 
by 
three 
this 
year 
as 
an 
economy measure. 
D o n a t i o n s from alumni 
dropped last year by $35,000 — 
more than 15 per cent — and 
the 
number 
of 
contributors 
dropped by 260.

COSTS RISE 
Meanwhile 
the 
cost 
of. 
educating a boy at The Hill has 
risen to $5,100 per year. Fees 
are $3,500 and the rest has to 
be made up from contributions. 
But Moffatt feels a little more 
optimism 
about 
the 
national 
economy in the air this year 
and 
plans 
to start a 
multi- 
m i l l i o n 
dollar endowment- 
raising campaign that’s been 
delayed for a few years. 
Last year The Hill began a 
heady flirtation with the idea 
of admitting girls. It seemed 
to be one way of getting more 
applications while satisfying the 
boys’ 
pleas 
for 
a 
“more 
natural” atmosphere. 
Though many teachers and 
alumni and even some boys who 
were afraid they would have to 
keep their shades pulled down 
all 
the 
time 
were 
hesitant, 
school officials got to the point 
of 
soliciting 
day-student 
ap­ 
plications from area girls. 
But only about a dozen young 
females expressed any interest 
in studying at The Hill and 
officials were determined not to 
start with fewer than 60. 


ADMIT R ELIEF 
The rebuff was rather mor­ 
tifying but many Hillfolk admit 
relief that coeducation never got 
to first base. 
On the whole things seem to 
be settling down a little on The 
Hill. 
Adjustments have been m ade. 
The future is still uncertain. But 
the tradition seems firm. Most 
Hill students still are proud of 
their school and even those who 
are not content feel The Hill 
is good for them. 
Whether that will be enough 
to sustain John Meigs’s school 
in the years to come remains 
to be seen. 


he has a partial solution which 
he plans to propose in January.

“ I’m not sure we can get 
people to take in the elderly. 
It’s working extremely well in 
other parts of the state where 
the economy is depressed but 
Montgomery County is different.

neea the money that badly.” 
What Costello is seeking is a 
trial program to determine if 
the people here really “ need the 
money that badly.” 
If the pilot project doesn’t 
work, he has another solution. 
In January the buildings of 
the

Conshohocken

School will be vacated by the 
community college in the move 
to the new campus. 
Costello feels 
the buildings 
can be converted into housing 
for the elderly, housing which 
will have several distinct ad­ 
vantages

minority commissioner. He will 
need support by at least one 
ol the two Republicans on the 
board if his proposals ever are 
to get off the ground. 
Will he receive that support? 
“ There’s a very good chance. 
Commissioners Parkhouse and 
Jenkins (A. Russell Parkhouse,

Jenkins) are just as concerned 
about the plight of the elderly 
as I am. Just because they are 
Republicans doesn’t mean they 
don’t have compassion. It may

So in November every four 
years two Republicans and two 
Democrats

The fourth loses.

In past elections some of the

Costello, because of his ex­ 
perience as a commissioner and 
his even-longer experience in 
political wars, has the edge. 
A native of Long Island, he 
came to Montgomery County in 
1942 when the aircraft firm he 
worked for in New York opened 
a branch near Upper Moreland. 
He and his wife, the former 
Patricia Dugan, bought a home 
in Upper Moreland, just three 
blocks from where they now 
live. 
Three years later he became 
a 
Democratic 
committeeman 
fur his election district in Upper 
Moreland. This cam e at a time 
when 
the 
Republicans 
there 
outnumbered Democarts six to 
and a half to one. 
Costello 
was 
increasingly 
active 
with 
the 
Democratic 
organization, not only in his 
township, but on a county level 
as well. In 1954 he was part 
of a reform movement which 
ousted 
a 
county 
Democratic

Nudie is their tailor. With a 
store that is impossible to 
o v e r l o o k , even in North 
Holiywood (two life-size wooden 
bucking broncos guard the 
roof), the small and round and 
69-year-old Nudie Cohn has 
achieved the second of his two 
lifelong ambitions: to become 
the world’s largest Western 
outfitter. 
Somehow his first ambition 
evaded him. “I wanted to be 
cowboy star, but I guess I didn’t 
make the grade,” he says. 
Then, brightening, he adds, 
‘‘This is better. I seen a lot 
of cowboy stars. Some of ’em 
are a little hungry now.” 
Reticence is no more natural! 
to Nudie than it is to most of i 
his customers. He wears his 
own merchandise — enormous 
Stetsons, lizard-green shirts and 
pants, outsize diamond rings 
mounted on little gold saddles, 
$20-dollar gold-piece buttons and 
a silver belt buckle as wide as 
his head. 
‘‘He looks,” says one awed 
observer, ‘‘like the caricature 
of an American cowboy drawn 
by an enraged Russian car­ 
toonist.” 
Nudie couldn’t care less. He 
believes in advertisement, and 
his incredible automobile is a 
rolling landmark along the 
asphalt trails of Los Angeles 
County.

Western outfits at Nudie’s are 
not cheap. His custom-tailored 
cowboy suits start at about $325, 
range upwards to a $750 suit 
(used recently in a 20-second 
skit on ‘‘Laugh-In”) and reach 
their peak in the likes of the 
24-carat gold lame ‘‘singin’ 
suit,” bought by Elvis Presley 
for $10,000.

The 
British actress-model Twiggy 
buys her Indian headbands from 
Nudie. Made-to-order jeans go 
for about $40 while shirts start 
at $65 and hats at $100. Saddles,

It’s all a long way from Pitkin 


Avenue in Brooklyn, Nudie’s 
original home which he left 
more than half a century ago 
as ‘‘Battling Nudie,” a not very 
successful flyweight boxer. He 
reached Hollywood first in 1918 
and tried without much luck to 
crack the movies. He then 
turned to tailoring and for years 
it was hard going. 
Finally, in 1940, Nudie hit 
upon 
the 
Western 
clothes 


business. Then, after World War; 
II, his friend Tex Williams, a 
Western bandleader, began to 
plug Nudie’s clothes on the 
radio and Roy Rogers, Rex 
Allen and other cowboy actors 
started showing up at the store. 
Prosperity came and so, a 
few years later, did Nudie’s 
great contribution to Western 
I couture: the rhinestone cowboy

Kesh internees protesting what 
they claimed to be inadequate 
food supplies ended at tea time 
when the strikers accepted 
prison rations. 
Troops and police pursued 
the search for IRA suspects, 
arresting 18 in a 24-hour period. 
IRA gunmen kept setting am­ 
bushes for British troops. In 
one case early Thursday, ter­ 
rorists held a family hostage 
for six hours awaiting a pas­ 
sing patrol. They wounded one 
soldier seriously with automatic 
fire.

Milk Promotion Campaign 
Is Discussed at Hearing 


HARRISBURG (AP) — Can 
advertising convince people to 
buy and drink more milk? 
That question was discussed 
Thursday at a public hearing 
c o n d u c t e d by the state 
Agriculture Department which 
is considering a proposal that 
would require all Pennsylvania 
dairymen to chip in for a milk 
promotion campaign. 
Agriculture Secretary Jim 
McHale said the consumer 
trend now is to buy milk at 
food stores rather than rely on 
home deliveries. 
“This has placed milk in 
direct competition with other 
beverages and foods which do 
considerably more advertising 
than the milk industry,” he 
said. “The soft drink industry 
invests 50 cents for every penny 
invested in milk promotion.” 


STRONGLY OBJECT 
D e s p i t e those statistics, 
however, there were a number 
of milk producers at the hearing 
who strongly objected to a 
m a n d a t o r y 
promotional 
assessment. 
Testimony from the hearing 
will be used in deciding if a 
referendum should be held to 
adopt the promotional plan 
drafted by a special committee 
of dairymen 
appointed 
by 
McHale. 
The plan calls for con­ 
tributions of 5 cents for each 
46.5 quarts of milk produced by 
a farmer. The money would go 
for advertising, promotion, edu­ 
cation and research. 
Clare L. Flynn of Edinboro 
said the plan would cost him 


$200 a year or more. It’s like 
paying cash for a tractor which 
you never get, he added, 
because there’s no way of 
; measuring how much good the 
advertising does. 
“Do you know of any other 
industry in the United States 
where 
producers 
of 
raw 
m a t e r i a l s advertise their 
p r o d u c t s ? ” Flynn asked 
drawing applause from op­ 
ponents of the plan. 
Support for proposal came 
primarily from farm association 
representatives. 
Lawrence A. Hartéis, director 
of Milk Inc., which claims 
membership of 7,200 dairy 
farmers in Pennsylvania and 
other states, supported the plan.

He said milk is cheaper than 
j u s t 
about 
every 
other 
b e v e r a g e , except synthetic 
orange drinks and distilled 
water but soft drinks continue 
tc cut into the milk market. 
Of soft drinks, Hartéis added: 
“From 1964 to 1969, per capita 
salee were up 28 per cent and 
total sales up 40 per cent. Yet 
most of them have little or no 
i nutrition whatever. They are

John K. Kooker Jr., a Berks 
County 
dairy 
farmer 
who 
headed the committee that 
drafted the proposal, said that 
voluntarily supported programs 
I in past have not been suc- 
I cessful. 
“It is a fact that many dairy 
farmers are not willing to pay 
¡for promotion while many of 
i their fellow producers share the 
benefits without sharing the 
cost,” 
Kooker 
said. 
“The 
purpose

program is to provide an 
adequate program equitably 
supported by all producers.”

cidental). 
“They are the unsavable kids 
of 
the 
street,” 
says 
Albert 
Cheng, 
a 
legal-aid

manager in the area. “ They 
have 
no 
English 
skills, 
no 
marketable skills, no families. 
Their 
only 
work 
would 
be 
manual labor, and there’s none 
avialable. They’ve passed the 
point of no return.” 


PASS THE POINT 
They have also passed the 
point 
at 
which 
society 
can 
regard them as anything less 
than a menace. Merchants pay 
up to $200 a month “ protection 


money” to the gang, which has 
been responsible for dozens of 
beatings, 
stabbings, 
shootings 
and at least six murders. For 
example: 
• Guey Lee, 64, and his wife 
'Cim, 62, were getting ready to 
lock the double glass doors of 
their grocer)’, 
when 
someone 
walked in, shot Lee three times 
in the chest, his wife twice in

The 
suburbanite stepped in to help 
him and was stabbed in the

When they reached the bright 
lights of central Chinatown, the 
gang dispersed and the man 
was taken to the hospital. 
No one seems able to control 
or even influence the estimated

The police have never made 
much of a dent in Chinatown 
and, with only three Chinese on 
the entire San Francisco force, 
prospects 
for

hardly bright. 
Then, too. the old tongs which 
once 
ruled 
Chinatown 
have 
grown fat and complacent and 


they seem equally incapable ofi 
controlling

Lately, the upstart gang has 
even

gambling clubs and to demand 
protection 
money

area’s original “ protectors.” 


In 
reply, 
the 
tongs

buy off the Wah Ching with jobs 


as 
lookouts

And recently two tong groups 
took out ads 
in the Chinese 
Times warning the Wah Ching

NEW YORK—-The athlete is being slandered as a 
mean and avaricious animal. Greed inspires his 
atrocities at his games, the hacks claim. Nastiness is 
the reward he grants people who respect him, they 
scream. It is a kind of lynching by cliche and the 
hacks are in a tournament of libel. But against the 
horizon of our times, the athlete survives as an honest 
practitioner of manual labor in an age of corruption. 
The stool pigeons’ narrations of cops on the shake 
is playing on television in New York. The talk in the 
saloons concerns larcenous judges, and politicians 
who use their clout for profit. Such exposes instigate 
a savage cynicism. It convinces a lot of people that 
only they are not clipping people. Recent books about 
sports have demeaned the athlete. But he should be 
praised for his ethics in a field where a man can get 
rich fast if he sells out. 
The big money is there for him to pick up. It isn’t 
a fin in an envelope or a sandwich and a cup of coffee 
on the arm or a pop bottle filled with whiskey. The 
play on all sports turns gambling into a major indus­ 
try in this country. The dealers want the edge and the 
prices they rig aren’t enough. They exist by bribery. 
There isn’t any way they could run their illegitimate 
enterprises without buying off cops and public offi­ 
cials. The situation isn’t peculiar to New York where 
the vice situation is being examined by a committee, 
but a national proposition. 


FREELO ADERS 
Of course, there are athletes with the souls of 
burglars. But there haven’t been many of them in 
any sport. They have a tendency to freeload, and 
they aren't careful with whom they run. But only a 
tiny percentage of them have taken money to in­ 
fluence or throw games. It is hard for me to compare 
them with people in other fields. 
The practitioners of nobler professions break their 
codes more than athletes. This isn’t based on a sur­ 
vey, but is merely a guess after reading the news­ 
papers up front where the hard news runs and years 
covering the sports beats. 
The colleges were responsible for the basketball 
dumping. It was the schools against the gamblers. The 
gamblers paid more. It was a disgraceful time in 
sports. The college game came out of the gyms and 
into the public buildings. The money was great for 
everyone but the kids. 
The schools paid them off, but they were stingy. 
The athletes didn’t have to attend classes and were 
swindled out of an education which was supposed to 
be part of their fee. There was one college in New 
York that staked kids to $8 bonuses after they won. 
The hoodlums flattered them with parties and moved 
them around the big-time nightclubs and handed them 
sums that semed large to them but were small com­ 
pared to the amounts the hustlers were winning. 
Managers preside at fixed fights. The alliance 
with the underworld still endures although the gang­ 
sters are more discreet. The fighters do what they 
are told or they don’t work. It is strange that the 
toughest of athletes are pugs, but they are the most 
subservient in their dealing with the men who domi­ 
nate them. Of course, pugs have bet on the other guy 
without advising their handlers. But the instances are 
rare. 


V IO LA TE RULES 
The struggle between colleges for stick-out high 
school kids is obscene. It has to ruin the illusions of 
the most innocent boy. Seldom does a season pass 
without a powerful football school being suspended 
for violating the rules of its conference. But the kids 
have transcended it and hold onto their honor despite 
the example of their advisors. 
The ball reporters were astonished when the pitch­ 
ers down in the Pittsburgh bullpen agreed with the 
umpires that Roberto Clemente’s home run was a 
foul ball by a margin of inches. The ball player is 
expected to lie to umpires as long as it benefits his 
team. It is drilled into them from the time they’re 
little leaguers. A player would be considered a traitor 
to his team if he admitted that a pitched ball didn’t 
strike him after the plate umpire said it did. Chivalry 
is a falsehood told by the publicists. 
There are athletes who are rummies, potheads, 
liars, conmen, deadbeats and moochers. I imagine 
some surreptitiously bet on the action of their own 
games. There w.ill be future scandals, and some ath­ 
letes will maneuver to turn games around for profit. 
There isn’t a saint’s picture on the bubble gum cards. 
But they have been contaminated less by dirty money 
than any other body of workers in this countrv and 
their temptations are greater.

HARRISBURG —■ Pennsylvan­ 
ia’s regular small game season 
will open on Saturday, at 9 a.m 
All hunters were cautioned by 
the State Game Commissoin to 
observe the opening hour. The 
commission 
pointed 
out 
that 
the entire state will be operat­ 
ing on Eastern Daylight Saving 
Time, so there should be no 
confusion on the starting time. 
Species 
which 
will 
become 
legal targets include cottontail 
rabbits, male ringneck pheas 
ants, 
wild 
turkeys 
and 
bob- 
white quail. The early small 
game season for grouse and 
squirrels opened Oct. 16. 
The seasons for all of these 
species, 
except 
turkeys, 
will 
continue through Nov. 27. Tur­ 
key season ends on Nov. 20 in 
all of the state except the north- 
central area, where the season 
resumes on Nov. 24 (following 
the two-day bear season) and 
then closes on Nov. 27. 
All pre-season reports indicate 
there will be an adequate sup­ 
ply of all small game species. 
These are the daily and sea­ 
son bag limits for small game 
species: 
Cottontail Rabbits—-A limit of 
four per hunter per day twenty 
for the combined seasons. 
Ringneck 
Pheasants — The 
daily limit is two, with a sea­ 
son limit of eight (males only). 
Wild Turkey—A limit of one 
per hunter per hunting license 
year. 
Bobwhite 
Quail—A limit of 
four per day and twenty per 
season. 
Ruffed Grouse—The daily Urn 
it is two, with not more than 
ten in combined seasons. 
Squirrels—Six per day, and 
not more than thirty in combin­ 
ed seasons. 
A winter season for cottontail 
rabbits, squirrels 
and grouse 
will open on Dec. 27 and close 
on Jan. 15.
